During the Autumn Semester of 1921 much was accomplished in athletics and the Junior 
Red Cross drive. An occasion of especial interest was the presentation of an easy chair to Mr. 
Fletcher on the twentieth anniversary of his service at North High. 

The first semester of 1 922 ushered in one of the most important changes in the history of 
North High, the point system, which limits the number of activities a student may enter. In 
this semester occurred the Carnival. This undertaking, which required a lot of hard work 
and earnest endeavor, was successful not only financially, but also socially. 

The year 1923 seemed to be a standard year. It was this year that the standard pin. the 
standard emblem and North High seal, and the standard monogram for all sports was chosen. 
The constitution was changed this semester and our beautiful trophy case purchased. Our 
trophy case, beautiful in itself, holds an attractive display of all of North High s cups and 
medals. 

At the beginning of the present school year in 1924, Charles Fail was elected president, 
John Montgomery, vice-president: Grace Somers. secretary, and Douglas Huncke, critic. 

The constitution was again changed, excluding senior officers from the council, making the 
vice-president of the council chairman of the Judiciary Board, and changing somewhat the 
home-room elections. On January 17 an all school party in honor of the football team, de- 
clamatory and extemporaneous team, and the cheer leaders, was held. This may establish a 
precedent for other affairs of the sort. 

Although the present semester is not yet over, it is felt that the council has done much to 
deserve mention. The council took over the business end of the Operetta held on April 17. 
The production staff, consisting of members of the council and faculty, deserve special recognition 
for their untiring labors in making the Operetta a success. 

The rules of the school, heretofore unwritten, have been published, rules for the use of 
the club room have been successfully accomplished. 

Student government is doing more for the school every year, and besides being a benefit 
to the school, gives splendid opportunity for citizenship and leadership to those who are fortu- 
nate enough to be on the Student Council.

The truth of the statement that "hard work 
always wins" was never better exemplified than it 
is in the untiring efforts of Mr. Watters for the 
success of his work. He is early on the job and 
not content with a full day's work spends many 
of his evenings furthering the work of his depart- 
ment. 

The orchestra is a steadily growing organization. 
The membership has increased 3 3 per cent since 
the beginning of the school year. There are now 
forty-three members in this organization.

The orchestra plays with artistry and their tone shading is much above that of the average 
high school orchestra. It is well balanced, lacking only oboes and bassoons to be of real 
symphonic instrumentation. These instruments will be added as soon as the new members 
studying these instruments attain sufficient ability to handle them. 

The orchestra, through its public appearances, has done more than any other organization in 
giving North High a place of prominence and raising it in the opinion of the public. 

The band, another important musical organization at North High, has more than tripled its 
membership since last September. There are at present forty members. They have also given 
several concerts during the year, reflecting great credit upon themselves and the high school. 
They appeared during the football season, in two concerts during the Religious Life Emphasis 
Week, at the State Oratorical Contest at Drake University, in two down-town concerts during 
Music Week, and in an assembly concert before the student body of North High. 

They have a large selection of the best marches, overtures and other pieces that they play 
most effectively. They have greatly improved in tone, quality, and expression and it is indeed 
a pleasure to listen to them. 

The Boy's Glee Club has made the greatest improvement of any of the four musical organi- 
zations. There are forty members in the club. They are now singing in four-part harmony 
and all thoroughly enjoy their work. Mr. Watters predicts a brilliant future for this organi- 
zation. 

The Girls' Glee Club, composed of forty-three members, is another one of North's constantly 
growing musical clubs. They will hold their place among the women's glee clubs of the city. 
Much improvement in harmony, tone, quality, and interpretation can be noticed by those who 
have been privileged to listen to their music. They have appeared before the Parent Teacher 
Association and at the graduation exercises of the citizenship classes at West High. 

The combined Boys' and Girls' Glee Clubs, with the assistance of the orchestra, successfully 
staged the musical comedy "The Bo'sn's Bride" in our auditorium on April 17th.
